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Amendments to claims 52-56, 68, 69, 71, 75-78, 81, 82, 85, and 86 raise new issues. The Applicant's attention is directed to the fact that 
the referrals in the bodies of the claims to the preamble limitations do change the scopes of said claims. Thus, by referring to the 
"reservoirless" liquid cooling system in the bodies of the independent claims, the Applicant, effectively, has changed the scopes of said 
claims. 

Further, there are numerous other new limitations present in the amended claims (see, for example claims 53, 54, 56, 68, 69, 71, 75-78, 
82, 85, 86, etc.). Consideration of all of the aforementioned amendments would require more than nominal reconsideration and / or new 
search. 

Further, the Request For Formal Interview filed on 06/27/2005 has been considered. The Applicant has indicated that the purpose of the 
interview is to discuss the "Remarks in Request for Amendment / Reconsideration after Final Rejection of June 20, 2005 & Remarks of 
Applicant's Response of April 14, 2005" (see PTOL-413A attached to the Request), i.e. merely to restate the arguments of record. 

In view of the above, the Examiner is not convinced that disposal of the application or clarification for appeal may be achieved with only 
nominal further consideration.
